OBSCURITY ENGULFING 
FINANCIAL FAMILY 


London, October 22.—The British 
branch of the great Rothschild family, 
which has held a dominating position 
in British finance through nearly 
three generations because of its found- 
er’s stroke of strategy in obtaining the 
first news of the result of the battle 
of Waterloo, seems destined to pass 
into comparative obscurity. The 
death of Nathaniei, fourth head of the 
firm in direct succession, was a sur- 
prise in London, and the revelation at 
the inquest that he died by his own 
hand was 4 greater shock. 

It was a tragedy of the last years 
of the late Lord Rothschild that 
neither of his sons, Lionel nor Nathan- 
iel, gave promise of aptitude for car- 
rying on the dynasty so long fortified 
in its own quaint building in the heart 
of the city where land is as priceless 
as in Wall street. Both sons cared 
more for science than for business. 
Lionel is an authority on zoological 
studies, his chief interest being the 
maintenance of a private zoo at 
country estate, and the writing of 
books and pamphlets on zoology. Na- 
thaniel was an earnest student of 
insect life. 

Apparently the father held Nathan- 
fel as his most promising heir, for in 
his will he passed over his older son 
and nominated Nathaniel as his busi- 
ness successor, giving him the bulk of 
the family fortune. 

The fate of N. H. Rothschild and 
Sons, merchants and bankers, a 
name before which lesser magnates 
for some years trembled, remains to 
be revealed. Often in the past the 
firm had come to the rescue of a tot- 
tering European government, but the 
last lineal chief apparently found 
more interest in a new flea than 
financing a nation.

The mine was first exploited sys- 
tematically a few years before Queen 
Victoria’s coronation. Prior to ,that 
it was worked for nearly a century 
by the Brazilians themselves, while 
there {s evdience that it was known 
to an even older generation. 

Two Miles Deep 

It was not until about thirty years 

ago, however, that up-to-date machin- 

ery was installed, since which time 
the mine has owed much of Its pros- 
perity and fame to the skill 
English mining engineer, who in a 
short time made Morro Velho one 
of ithe most completely equipped min- 
es in the world. 

Thirty years ago the descent into 
the mine, which Is now nearing the 
two-mile mark in depth, was made by 
means of ladders and occupied nearlv

A wonderful system of air locks is 
installed ‘at the various levels, the 
pressure at some of which is so 
great that a complete change of 
tlothing becomes necessary, ordinary 
garments being exchanged for thick 
woollen jackets and trousers. 

Blasting operations take place 
twice a day, and to be in the mine 
at the time of one of these occurrenc- 
es is to undergo an experience which 
is not easily forgotten.

subjected to the various processes of 
obtaining the ounce of gold which is 
yielded by every ‘ton of ore. The pro- 
cesses include cyaniding and purifica- 
tion by what is known as “roasting.” 

Every blasting operation means 
that five hundred pounds worth of 
gold bas been wrested from Mother 
Earth, the value of the daily output 
being, roughly, a thousand pounds. 
In addition there are various valu- 
able by-products—among them silver, 
palladium, and arsenic.

OPENED MONDAY LAST 


Two Busy Months of Conferences 

After two months of conferences all 
over three provinces, the Alberta 
wheat pool, the first provincial co- 
operative voluntary wheat marketing 
concern ever to be launched in Cana 
da, is a concrete, tangible, known fact, 
and not the probability or possibility 
which it has been for the last few 
weeks. Immeasurably increased in- 


terest in Canada’s first provincial 
pool has been created by the seem- 
ingly unending secret conferences in 
Calgary, Edmonton, Regina and Win- 
mipeg. The scene of events once or 
twice during the last few months 
changed suddenly and unexpectedly, 
and many thousands of the 25,000 sig- 
natories to the contract pool had al- 
most reached the point where they 
were not sure of anything. 


Arrangements With the Elevators 


Elevators throughout the province 
will receive wheat from signatories to 
the Alberta wheat pool on and after 
October 29, and arrangements’ with 
Alberta elevator companies in order 
to make this possible have been com- 
pleted, (Mr. Lunn said. The farmer 
may haul his wheat to the elevator; 
it will be taken in promptly, and he 
will be given a cash advance on all 
e@rain delivered, by the Alberta Co- 
operative Wheat ‘Producers, Limited, 
which is the corporate nume of the 
Alberta wheat pool. 

The facilities of the United Grain 
Growers andthe Alberta Pacific Grain 
company, of which John I. McFarland 


is manager, will be at the disposal of ' 


the pool under the terms of an 
agreement which it is understood has 
been agreed to by both parties... The 
agreement is along the lines of the 
agreement between elevator compan- 
fes and the . old compulsory wheat 
board instituted by the government. 

All interested consider this arrange- 
ment will prove satisfactory: both to 
the pool and to the elevator compan- 
jes. The pool, since the board began 
its sessions here last Monday, has 
been negotiating with the smaller 
elevator companies of Alberta, many 
of whose offices are located in Calgary.

The Initial Payment 


Signatories to the contract will be 
paid at least 50 cents a bushel, it is 
learned on high authority, this having 
been arranged at a conference in Ki- 
monton recently between wheat pool 
trustees, the government and farmer 
members of the Alberta legislature. 
Number one northern wheat deliver- 
ed in wagonloads to Alberta elevators 
yesterday sold for 74 cents a bushel, 
which is 7.5 percent. advance. 

An agreement has been reached with 

the Canadian Bankers’  assocfation 
whereby this will be made possible, 
and it is understood on high authority 
that the provincial government may 
guarantee the bankers protection un- 
til the ultimate success of the poo! is 
fully assured. 

Chester ‘M. Dlliott, formerly manag- 
er of the grain commission of the 
United Grain Growers at Calgary, is 
manager of the new pool, and D. L. 
Smith, formerly connected with the 
Grain Growers Export company at 
Winnipeg, will be selling agent of 
the pool, and willtrade on the floor of 
the Winnipeg Grain Exchange. 


Two and a Half Months 


Two months and 15 days after 
Aaron Sapiro, California lawyer and 
co-operative market wizard, spoke to 
a packed hall in Calgary, the pool will 
be in operation. The board of trus- 
tees considers that in the short time 
at its disposal that it accomplished a 
big work, and they are satisfied that 
they have succeeded to the best of 
their ability in face of many obstacles, 
other than shortness of time. It was 
announced last spring by H. W. Wood 
that there would without doubt be a 
voluntary wheat pool this year. 

A short time later Premier Herbert 
Greenfield announced that after many 
conferences he and the premiers of 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan had come 
to the conclusion that a compulsory 
wheat board for this year would be 
impossible and that a voluntary pool 
was improbable. However, agitation 
for a pool grew and farmers in differ- 
ent sections of the province took ac- 
tion as individual groups to form 
nools. An organization known asthe 
Southern Alberta Producers’ Assoct- 
ation, Limited, was formed at a meet- 
ing im ‘Macleod. Then Gapiro was 
brought to Alberta and immediately 
following his departure for Saskatche- 
wan a-provisional committee of seven- 
teen was formed as a preliminary 
group to form a 1923 pool. This later 
resolved itself into a provisional com- 
mittee of seven farmers, headed by H. 
W. Wood, which then began a series 
of conferences lasting two months 
and held all over three provinces.

The Stettler Independent published 
thefollowing letter from L. J. Ball, 
manager of the Vernon News, B. C., 
in reply to.an enquiry as to how he 


thought government control was 
working out in that province. (Mr. 
Ball is President of the B. C. Press 
Association, an old timer and par- 
ticularly qualified to give an honest 
and fair-minded opinion of the B. C. 
method of deailng with the liquor 
question. The following is the letter: 


Vernon, B.C. 
Cc. L. Willis, Bsq.,

Dear Sir: 


{ received your letter of recent 
date re. Government Control in Brit- 
ish Columbia, on which subject you 
wish me to express an opinion. 

Speaking personally, it does not 
make much difference to me whether 
there is Prohbition or not, for I do 
not drink now, nor did I do so before 
the general sale was prohibited and 
then curtailed. 

“ooking at the matter in a general 
way, however, I feel that the free 
sale, as at one time was the case, will 
never again be tolerated, and I would 
oppose in every way its introduction. 
The bars and saloons must be forever 
banned. Total Prohibition could do no 
harm to anyone if it could be en- 
forced. Qiquor is not necessary to 
anyone, and no one would suffer if the 
manufacture were discontinued entire- 
If. But it can never be enforced. 
Certain people will have liquor, and 
seem determined to get it, and will 
move heaven and earth to get some- 
thing with a “kick” in it. 

In the old days, when liquor was 
freely dispensed, hotelmen- with a 
good bar trade made money, and made 
lots of it. In fact many of them did 
not pay much attention to the balance 
of the house, and instead: of consider- 
ing the bar an adjunct, really merely 
tolerated the general house as a nec- 
essary attachment to enable them to 
have a bar. In British Columbia, 
since the Government operated the 
distribwting houses, there is a certain 
restriction in the sale. It calls for 
permits; such permits are limited, 
both as to number and to whom they 
are issued. The amount of liquor, 
while in my mind rather liberal, is 
nevertheless limited as to ‘what 
amount may be purchased within a 
certain period, so that as far as i: 
possible it is supposed to represent 
“moderation” in its use. Now those 
who really feel they must have it, are 
able to buy it, and get the real :thing. 
in sealed containers. Besides this. 
whatever profits are made in the sale 
of liquor are not controlled by a lim- 
ited number of those in the business, 
but come back to the people again 
through Government channels. It 
goes to the support of hospitals, 
homes for incurables, schools, etc., so 
that all citizens profit in this manner 
from such sales of liquor. While it 
may be said that these institutions 
should not profit by something of this 
nature, yet when people insist on hav- 
ing the stuff, and are willing to pay 
for it, surely it will be admitted that 
the distribution of such _ profits 
among the people as a whole, forming 
part of the provincial revenue, is bet- 
ter than having it confined to a few 
hotelmen.

it works satisfactorily. The trouble 
to which people have to go to get the 
liquor; the fact that a record is kept 
of the amounts they buy; the know- 
ledge that the amount they may have 
is limited; the fact that licenses are 
issued only to those who come within 
the provisions of the Act—all these 
things tend to limit the amount 
bought and consumed, and I feel sure 
that it may be considered among the 
sanest measures for the curtail of the 
use of liquor which could be devised 
and which can ‘be carried out. 

As I stated before, prohibition of 
importation and sale entirely would 
be ideal, and would be desirable, if it 
could be carried out. But as long as 
human nature is constituted as it is, 
and as long as people are human, it is 
necessary to try to deal sanely with 
matters of this kind, and have a 
gradual evolution rather than try to 
accomplish too much at one time. By 
getting people away from the free 
use; by eliminating it from use at 
public functions; by having our boys 
grow up.without the constant tempta- 
tion before them; by making it a little 
more complicated to get it at all; in 
fact, by weaning people away from 
the general use of it by these restric 
tive measures, will eventually 
impress people with the folly of using 
the stuff at all except as medicine, and 
I would not be surprised to see the 
day, not many years hence, when the 
Governments will find it necessary, 
for lack of patronage, to start closing 
up some of the warehouses. 

I believe the British Columbia sys- 
tem is ‘the best yet devised to accom- 
plish the results desired, and to deal 
most sanely with conditions as they 
exist at the present time.

LISTS OF VAGANT LANDS 


It may be interesting to know that 
70,000,000 acres of Crown lands in 
Western Canada have been disposed 
of directly for settlement purposes. 
One of the big factors in the develop- 
ment of the prairie provinces’ has 
been the free homestead policy, and 
the prospects of obtaining, subject to 
easy conditions, lands, the value of 
which in older established countries 
would be beyond their purchasing 
ability, was the magnet. which drew 
men from all over the world to people 
the West. : 

At present, however, most of the 
land in proximity to railway lines has 
been alienated from the Crown, and 
in the greater part of the west a free 
homestead within easy reach of a 
railway can no longer be held as a 
major inducement ‘to the intending 
settler. There are, however, inter- 
mingled with the settled sections a 
large number of privately owned un- 
occupied farms convenient to rail- 
ways and which are not only idle but 
block 'the way of continuous  settle- 
ment. While most of these lands are 
available for purchase at reasonable 
prices, yet the ordinary individual 
has no easy means of finding out 
where such lands are located, or how 
he can get in touch with the owner 
should he wish 'to purchase a particu- 
lar parcel. 

In order to overcome this difficulty, 
and with a view to the utilization and 
development of our {dle land resoure- 
es, the Department of the Interior, 
through its Natural Resources Intelli- 
Bence Service, has done a good deal of 
work in making such information 
available. This year it has, with the 


f | co-operation of provincial and munici- 


pal officials, made a resurvey of ithe 
unoccupied and uncultivated lands in 
Western Canada, and its fourth 
edition of lists of “Unoccupied Lands 
for Sale” in the prairie provinces is 
now available. They consist of a 
series of twenty-four ‘booklets cover- 
ing different districts and give useful 
particulars respecting the different 
parcels of land, including price, terms 
of sale or lease, and the owners’ nam- 
es and addresses, thus affording the 
prospective landseeker a wide choice 
as ‘well as easy means of getting di- 
rectly in touch with those who have 
idle lands for sale. 

The list covering any particular 
district may be obtained free on ap- 
plication tto the Natural Resources In- 
telligence Service, Department of the 
Interior, Ottawa.

SCIENTIST BELIEVES 
CENTRE OF EARTH 
MASS OF SOLID GOLD 


“The heart of the earth,” says al 


new theory, “is a heart of gold.” At 
the very centre of the globe there may 
be millions of tons of gold and silver 
and platinum and the other heavy 
metals, : 

This is not mere phantastic specu- 
lation, but sober deduction from the 
most critical investigation ever made 
in the chemistry of the earth’s crust 
—an investigation conducted by the 
acknowledged world authority on this 
subject, Dr. Henry S. Washington, of 
the Carnegie Institution df Washing- 
ton, D.C. 

Dr. Washington, studying over 5,000 
trustworthy chemical analysis of the 
crust of the earth; found that the ele- 
ments common in the crust are exclu- 
sively those of lighter weight. The 
heavier elements occur only in the 
most minute proportions. Gold, for 
instance, composes less than one-mil- 
lionth of one per cent. of the earth’s 
crust. 

Yet Dr. Washington thinks it is im- 

probable that these heavier elements 
are always lacking. Then where is 
Mother Earth’s missing quota of gold, 
platinum and other heavy elements? 
Have they hidden themselves away 
out of reach? 
’ Dr. Washington believes that they 
have. He thinks that the earth was 
once molten. While it was in this 
condition the lighter elements rose to 
the surface; the heavier ones sank. 
He thinks 'that millions of tons of the 
missing elements are inside the earth 
now. 

At the very centre he would expect 
to find a core of the heaviest elements 
—such as platinum, gold, antimony 
and osmium, the latter the heaviest 
known substance, familiar to all in 
that natural alloy, “indium,” used for 
the tips of gold pens. Outside this 
sphere of precious metals there is, per- 
haps, a zone of those elements that 
are little less heavy—copper, silver 
and lead. If there is a zone of iron, 
as Dr. Washington thinks there is, it 
presumably comes next. Clear out- 
side, on top of all the metallic zones, 
is the surface layer of the lightest ele- 
ments—the slag layer, the rocky 
crust on ‘which we live. 

If this is true, where do tthe veins 
of gold, silver and copper that are 
mined in the earth’s crust come from? 
The generally accepted scientific an- 
swer is that ‘they have been brought 
upward ‘by seepages of hot mineral- 
ized water from the depths of the 
earth. 

{More than 50 years ago the great 
English scientist, Lord Kelvin, point- 
ed out that an earth consisting of a 
thin solid crust surrounding a liquid 
interior would never be able to with- 
stand ‘the tidal pull of the sun and 
the moon. It is this pull of the 
heavenly bodies that makes the tides 
stronger in the ocean. Now ‘the pull 
{s just as strong, or stronger, on the 
land. Why, then, are there not tidal 
waves in the solid ground as ‘there 
are in the sea? Obviously, just ‘be- 
cause it is solid—because the land is 
too firm and rigid to yield to the tidal 
pull the way the water does. 

Lord Kelvin figured out in tons 
the amount of these tidal pulls on the 
land. They were stupendous; many 
times larger than any possible re- 
sisting strength of the 50 or 60-mile 
crust then supposed to constitute the 
only solid part of the globe. If we 
really tried to live on a thin, rocky 
crust floating on a sea of liquid lava, 
we should not last one day. Inside 
of 24 hours the solid ground would 
smagh under our feet. Twice each 
day ‘a vast wave of melted rock hun- 
dreds of feet high, would roll round 
inside the shell of the earth, bursting 
through it and overwhelming every 
vestige of anything solid. 

There actually does exist, it is true, 
in the land as well as in the ocean. a 
tide, but it is a few inches high in- 
stead of hundreds of feet. It is the 
kind of tidal rise and ‘all that wou'd 
happen in a very rigid solid—not in a 
ball of crusted liquid. We may be 
quite sure, then, that the earth as 
a whole Is a huge solid ball. 

This view Prof. Hobbs has lately 
brought out in his ‘book, “Barth 
Evolution and Its Facial Expression,” 
though he prefers the word “rigid” to 
the word “solid,” for rigidity is only 
one of the properties of solids. Under 
the tremendous pressure and temper- 
atures, inside the earth, it is possible 
that the properties of matter are not 
the same as we know them on the 
surface. Things may be “rigid” and 
still lack some other propertv of 
“solids.” Prof. Hobbs explains the 
origin of such a rigid earth among tne 
blazing, gaseous stars of space by 
reference to a new theory of how the 
earth was formed—the so-called 
“planetesmal hypothesis. 

This hypothesis begins by !magin- 
ing the sun as a single star, a little 
larger and hotter probably than it is 
now. There were no planets sweep- 
ing around it then. Along came ano- 
ther star. It happened to pass 80 
close to the sun that the gravitational 
attraction between the two bodies 
pulled out a lot of the matter from 
the sun. 

These enormous pulled-out “drops” 
of matter began to revolve about the 
sun. In time, as they collided with 
one another, sticking together when 
they struck, they gathered int» great 
lumps. These lumps are the planets 
we know today—Venus, Mars and the 
others, also the earth.

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THE PLEBISCITE 


Before our next issue goes to press 
the result of the vote on the liquor 
problem will be known. The vote 
has been put on at very great expense, 
and every real citizen will join with 
us in our hope that the vote will be 
so general and representative that 
there will be left no doubt as to what 
the wishes of the majority of the 
people are. There has been no satis- 
factory vote on the liquor question in 
this Province, and there is very grave 
fear that through misunderstanding 
of the system of voting to be used, the 
government will still be in the 
as to what the people want. 

We have had prohibitionists, or we 
should more correctly say, supporters 
of Clause “A” on the ballot, advocate 
that voters should plump for that 
clause and vote for no other. This 
is of course permissible. We have 
also had supporters of Clause “D” 
make the same plea. We think these 
people do not understand the system 
under which they are to place their 
votes. In another column will be 
found a compete explanation of the 
preferential ballot to be used, and we 
will not go deeply into it here. But 
we do think that it is the duty of 
every person who goes to the polls to 
vote the whole ticket in order of their 
preference. Surely any sane man 
who has the welfare of the Province 
at heart can say whether he prefers 
Clause “B"” to Clause “A” or Clause 
“D” to Clause “C.” It has been 
said to us by the leading Clause “A” 
worker in the city that the government 
made a mess of the vote and the bal- 
lot, and they are only asking us to 
vote the whole ticket so that their 
mistakes will not be apparent. He 
may be right, for governments have 
done such things before, but we can- 
not see what difference it can make 
to the government. 

The big thing to consider is, from 
our point of view at least, that the 
preferential system of balloting is be- 
coming generally looked upon as the 
fairest vote in existence, and at the 
first opportunity in Alberta for it to 
be tried out over the whole province 
itis likely tobe spoiled because cranks 
on both sides of the question are 
sticking to the old system of voting.

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THE NEW CITY ACT 


The Alberta Government have fram- 
ed and submitted to a meeting of the 
city representatives a draft of a new 
City Act. We have’ unfortunately 
been unable to see a copy of the pro- 
posed Act. But from what the daily 
papers of the province outline as the 
basic and essential sections of the 
Act, we are unable to give it support 
or commendation. As The Albertan 
quite properly says, the person who 


drafted the bill wanted to do too 
much. He apparently thought that 
no one in the cities knew what was 
good for them, and it was his duty: to 
say in the Act what day, hour and 
minute Council should meet. The Act 


also provides for a civil service com- 
mission to make appointments and re- 
tirements without Hability to any per- 
son. 

There are of course good points in 
the Act, and in the proposed charter 
attached thereto, but the freakish 
ideas of the drafter of the Act will no 
doubt prevent the adoption of the Act 
by any of the cities.

This is correct so far as it goes, but 
it does not go far enough.

The boy on the farm is under his 
parents’ control much more than in 
the town, and his evenings are spent 
quietly under his parents’ guiding 
care. His evenings are spent improv- 
ing his mind; he is tired and goes to 
bed early, and sleeps well, and grows 
strong in mind and body.

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UNJUST LAW 


In a case recently before the 
Supreme court of the Province there 
came to light a most unjust standing 
of the law as to the liability of a 
husband for a tort committed by his 
wife. . 

‘Every person has certain rights of 
person and property, part arising out 
of contract and part out of law and 
custom. Probably the most imporz- 
tant of the latter is the right of en- 
joymen of one’s own property but it is 
also most important that one should 
have a right of action for damages 
against anyone who interferes’ with 
his freedom of person or who assaults 
him or slanders him. Such is the 
case, and we will be agreed with by 
all when we say that that is a com- 
mendable law. 

If I am slandered by Mr. X and am 
damaged thereby, I have the right to 
sue him and to recover damages from 
him to heal my lacerated feelings. 
But of course I cannot sue his wifs 
also. ° 

If I am slandered by Mrs. X I have 
the right to sue her for damages and 
also the right to sue poor Mr. X, who 
may have been in Europe when the 
tort was committed. 

If my wife is slandered by Mr. X 
I have no right to sue him unless I 
can prove distinct and separate dam- 
ages suffered by me because of the 
slander. 

The above three {llustrations will 
explain the state of the law. By a 
1922 statute women were given all the 
rights of men with regard to holding 
and handling real and personal prop- 
erty and of contracting or suing, and 
there is no difference after her mar- 
riage. But by the same statute the 
right was taken away from a husband 
of suing in respect of a tort done to 
his wife. But the husband was left 
saddled with a Hability for any tort 
committed by his wife. 

The law was well set out recently 
by the Honorable Mr. Justice Tweedie 
in the carve of Quinn vs. Beales et al. 
He there points out that although he 
felt that it was an unjustifiable harad- 
ship to impose on the husband, he 
could do nothing else unless the law 
was altered by the legislature or the 
interpretation of it changed by the 
appeal court. 


DOING MORE BUSINESS 


(Edmonton Bulletin) 


During August, Canadians brought 
in foreign goods for consumption val- 
ued at more than 78 million dollars, 
against 67 millions in August of last 
year, and 65 millions in the corres- 
ponding month two years ago. Ex- 
ports of Canadian products during 
August amounted to 80 millions, 
against 73 millions in August a year 
ago and 61 millions in August two 
years back. For the twelve months 
ending with August the total value of 
Canadian produce exported amount- 
ed to $1,001,037,574, ‘being 119 millions 
more than the imports for consump- 
tion, and 220 millions more than the 
exports for the preceding year. The 
evidence is that trade with the outer 
world is growing in a healthy if not a 
spectacnlar way, and that our sales 
vhroad are keeping well ahead of our 
purchases, 


| NO FEAR OF OVERPRODUCTION 
IN DAJRYING 


Recently a great deal of attention 
has been directed to dairying in the 


United States and Canada, due to the] 


fact that the World's Dairying Con- 
gress was held at Washington, follow: 
ed by the National Dairy Show at 
Syracuse. At the Congress most of 
the European countries were repre 
sented, while Canada had a_ strong 
delegation of officials and practical 
dairymen. To Prof. H. H. Dean of the 
Ontario Agricultural College was ac- 
corded the honor of giving the open- 
ing address, a duty which he ably ful- 
filled. He emphasized the fact that 
prosperity follows the dairy cow and 
that dairying makes for stability in 
farming. Milk and its products are 
receiving a great deal of attention 
because of their food value, some- 
thing that has long been recognized 
in a general way but now made clear 
by experiments and by a study of 
chemical contents. Using this as an 
‘argument, various dairy organizations 
have been conducting a campaign to 
increase the demand for milk. A cer- 
tain amount is consumed in every 
household, though in many cases in 
the cities it is only a pint to add tr 
the tea or coffee. An increase of & 
hundred percent. in the sales of milk 
should ‘be easily possible, which 
would bring good money back to the 
producer. Domestic consumption of 
butter is pretty much a fixed quan- 
tity, so that expansion in markets 
must be looked for abroad. Cheese !s 
used only in limited quantities, and 
here an opportunity offers itself for 
attracting new customers among our 
own population. If any are hesitat- 
ing to enter the dairy business through 
fear of overproduction, they may as- 
sure themselves that the limit has 
not nearly been reached in supply 


either of our own population or of 
other countries. 
FAST WORK, BUT NOT 
FASTS ENOUGH 
Edmonton Bulletin: Ft. William 
made a record for the season on Sat- 
urday, when almost 5,600,000 bushels 
of wheat were cleared for eastern 


ports. If that remarkable rate of 
movement could be maintained, which 
is not likely, it would take 154 days 
to ship the 500,000,000 bushels which 
the prairle provinces have for export. 
Ifthe lakes stay open a third of that 
time the weather will be as forbearing 
as can be looked for. The conclusion 
is obvious. The &astern route cannot 
get out even the bulk of the crop be- 
fore freeze up. Alberta’s one chance 
to ship its wheat before New Year's 
is to ship it west. 


The population of the world is esti- 
mated at 1,646,000,000. About a 
third are nominally Christians, and 
almost half are worshippers of the 
one true God as Jews, Christians or 
Moslems. More than a quarter are 
either Hindus or Buddhists, and prob- 
ably fewer than 200,000,000 are pagans. 
The whole world is more or less open 
to missionary effort. The Protestant 
missionaries connected with societies 
in Europe, America, Africa, Asia and 
Australia numbered 24,039. Of these, 
7,041 were ordained men, 3,279 were 
laymen, and 13,719 were women. The 
number of ordained Protestant natives 
was 7,430; of other native Christian 
helpers, 101,669; and of adherents of 
the missions, 5,145,236. 


EDITORIAL NOTES 


It was a great pleasure to hear the 
boys of the Whitney Chorus in their 
choruses. The solo work was not par- 
ticularly brilliant, but we understand 
that many of the boys were suffering 
from colds. It is a pity that apart 
from the work of the teachers in the 
schools the boys of the city get no 
instruction in singing. Some years ago 
Canon Hinchliffe, then rector of St. 
Luke’s Church, got several boys in 
his choir, and in a short time they 
were a very pleasing addition to that 
body. We should like to see some 
steps taken to have the boys of the 
city who so desire, given a chance to 
sing in a regularly organized body. 


It is reported that in the late 
Gazette notices of incorporations in 
Ottawa appears notice of the regis- 
tration of the Scottish Immigrant Aid 
Society with head office at Red Deer. 
We have been unable to find who are 
the persons back of and interested in 
the company, or whether the company 
is a profit bearing organization. We 
think it is, in company form, the or- 
ganization that brought out the Hebri- 
deans. Incidentally, we have been 
looking for the officers of this organi- 
zation since spring without any more 
success than is meeting our effort to 
locate the alleged head office. Inci- 
dentally, the organization has been 
indebted to us since that time, and 
our accounts are ignored. Until the 
company is prepared to come out in 
the open, advertise its purposes and 
aims, and meet its obligations, it is 
far from a sure asset to the district.

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|HOW LIQUOR BALLOTS WILL BE HANDLED ON 2N 


_ AND 3RD 


If Neither “A” Nor “D" Get Majority 
on the First Count, Subsequent 
Counts Will Be Carried Out at Ed- 
monton—Ballots Placed in Piles and 
Clause With the Lowest Number of 
First Choices Ellminated—Govern- 
ment Urges Voters to Express 
Preference on All the Four Choices. 


In the event of neither Clause “D,” 
government control of liquor, nor 
Clause “A,” prohibition, receiving a 
majority on the first count of ballots 
in the liquor plebiscite on November 
5, next, the second and subsequent 
counts will be carried out at Edmon- 
ton, where all the ‘ballots will be 
sent. 2 

Just how these other counts will 
be conducted is lucidly described in 
a document prepared and sent out by 
John D. ‘Hunt, law clerk of the execu- 
tive council, who has charge of all the 
election machinery. It should be not- 
ed that the method is quite different 
from the complicated count as used in 
the Calgary city elections. 

Incidentally, in another official 
document, the government urges all 
voters not to “plump” but to express 
their choices on all propositions, as 
follows: 


Votere Should Not “Plump” 


“As is well known, there are four 
questions on the ballot paper. The 
voters must not use the X mark, but 
should place the figure 1 opposite his 
first choice, the figure 2 opposite his 
second choice, the figure 3 opposite 
his third choice, and so on. Though 
voters are entitled to ‘plump’ for one 
question or to vote less than the full 
number of choices, the government 
urges them to vote their full number 
of choices. Only in this way can the 
voters obtain the full value of their 
‘ballots, and the government obtain a 
full expression of opinion. 

In dealing with the method of count- 
ing the ballots, the government’s offi- 
cial document, putting the explanation 
in query and answer form, says: 

‘How is the result of the election as- 
certained under the single, transfer- 
able preferential vote method? 


First Count is Made Locally 


At the close of the poll on election 
day, each deputy returning officer 
sorts the valid ballots and makes a 
statement of the number of first 
choice votes cast for each of the 
questions, without regard to whether 
‘there are or are not any other 
choices marked on the ‘ballots, and 
sends the statement to the returning 
officer. ‘Bach returning officer at 
the proper time and place makes a 
statement (from the statements of 
the deputy returning officers) of the 
number of first choice votes cast for 
each question in his electoral division 
and sends the statement to the clerk 
of the executive council. The clerk 
of the executive council makes 
a statement (from the statements of 
the returning officers) of the number 
of first choice votes cast for each 
question in the province. Under the 
ordinary method of ascertaining the 
result of the election, the question 
having the highest number of first 
choices would be declared carried, 
irrespective of whether it had a ma- 
jority of all the votes cast or not. 

Under the single transferable prefer- 
ential vote method the question hay- 
ing the highest number of first choic- 
es is not declared carried unless it has 
{more than one-half of the total num- 
ber of first choices cast. 

How is the result determined when 
no question has more than one-half 
of the total first choice votes cast? 

The clerk of the executive council 
proceeds as follows: 

He opens the envelopes containing 
the ballots, checks the statements of 
the deputy returning officers and re- 
turning officers, and places all the 
ballots with first choices for each 
question in a separate pile without 
reference to any other choices on the 
ballots. 

If none of the piles contains more 
than one-half of all the first choice 
votes, that is, of allthe ballots cast, he

out of the transferable vote, with, say, 
a total of 20 first choices. 

Suppose the piles of first 
to be: “A,” 8; SB,” 2; “C,” 4, and 
“D,” 6. No question is carried on 
first choices, as it would require at 
least 11 to give a majority .of the 
total. Declare “B” defeated. Examine 
“B’s" two ballots. Suppose ong has 
second choice for “A” and one second 
choice for “D.” Result, ‘thr2e piles: 
“A,” 8 plus 1—9; “C,” 4; “D,” 6 plus 
1—7. No question is carried. Declare 
“C" defeated. Examine “C’s’ four 
ballots. Suppose all have second 
choices for “D.” ‘Result: “A,” 9; ‘“D,” 
7 plus 4—11, and “D” is carried by 
the votes transferred from “B"” and 
“C.” If the voters for “C’ had voted 
first choices only, “A” would have 
won over “D" by a vote of 9 to 7, with 
four ballots set aside and not counted. 

Must the voter mark more than his 
first choice? 

No, he is not compelled to mark 
more than his first choice. 

May the voter mark an X instead 
of 1? 

No. If he does, his ballot is spoil- 
ed and not counted.

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Alberta Exhibit to Chicago 


Alberta will be represented at the 
international hay and grain show at 
Chicago in December by a compre- 
hensive educational exhibit to be 
prepared jointly by the provincial 
department of agriculture and the 
Alberta University.

It is three years 
since Alberta was last represented at 
Chicago with an official government 
exhibit, although individual exhibitors 
have always been prominent in the 
international exhibit. The individual 
exhibits from farmers are now in 
course of preparation ‘and assemblage. 
The provincial department of agricul- 
ture is paying the freight on these 
individual exhibits from point of as- 
sembling to Chicago. 


Wheat Pool In Operation 


Official announcement has _ been 
made that the Alberta wheat pool will 
be in operatioa the coming week The 
Alberta manager {s to be Chester M. 
Elliott, formerly with the United 
Grain Growers in Calgary, and David 
M. Smith, formerly export manager 
for the Grain Growers at Winnipeg, is 
eastern sales manager. The initial 
payment to farmers will be 75 cents 
bushel, basis Fort William, on No. 1 
wheat, less handling charges. iAr- 
rangements have been made for the 
handling of the wheat through elevat- 
ors controlled by elevator companies 
in Alberta who have signed contracts 
with the pool.

Where there {s a tie vote, he decides 
which one shall be excluded first. 
Each ballot in that pile is inspected 
and put in the one of the three re- 
maining piles indicated by the voter's 
second choice on it. 

If there is no second choice on 
some of the ballots, they are put 
aside and_not counted, and the voters 
who marked 1 only for the defeated 
question lose their votes. Tf any of 
the three piles now contains more 
than half the total number of ballots 
in the three piles, the question repre- 
sented by it is declared carried. But 
if none of the three piles contains 
more than half of the total number of 
ballots, then in the three piles, the 
pile containing the lowest number of 
ballots {s declared defeated, and each 
ballot in that pile is inspected and 
put in the one of the two remaining 
piles indicated ‘hy the next choice for 
the questions stil’ undefeated. 

If there is no next choice (2 or 3, 
as the case may be) on some of these 
ballots they are put aside and not 
counted and the voters who did not 
mark their preference lose their votes.

It is 
only in the event of his first choice be- 
ing declared defeated and the balance 
in the pile distributed to the other 
piles that his second choice ig 
counted, and only in the event of his 
first and second choices being declar- 
ed defeated that his third choice is 
counted, and so on. 

Choices Never Counted 

In what cases are second 
never counted? 

The second choices on _ original 
ballots cast for the winning question 
are not takeh Into consideration as 
the first choices are counted, and 
the second choices on the original 
ballots cast for the question that is 
beaten in the final count are not 
taken into consideration as the first 
choices are counted. Suppose, for 
example, that question ‘‘A,”  prohibi- 
tion, wins in the final count, the sec- 
ond choices on the ballots that had 
“A” for first ciiolce would not be look- 
ed at. Or, suppose that question ‘A,” 
prohibition, loses on the final count, 
the second choices on the ballots that 
had “A” for first choice would not be 
looked at. 

Unless a question {s declared de- 
feated, and the ballots in the pile 
distributed to the other piles, second 
choicés are not counted; in other 
words, the second chofce !s not count- 
ed unless the first choice {s out of 
the contest.

Good Business for ‘Seed Plant 


Production of pure seed grain in the 
province of ‘Alberta has become stimu- 
lated to such an extent, through the 
efforts of the ‘provincial department 
of agriculture and the seed growers’ 
association, that practically 50,000 
bushels of pure seed will be handled 


through this agricultural department’s . 


co-operative seed cleaning plant this 
season, in comparison with the 16,000 
bushels handled last season, the first 
year of the plant’s operation. 

So suctessful was the operation of 
the plant in its initial season, that 
applications were received this year 
from registered seed growers for 

»more than 140,000 bushels to be hand- 
led through the plant. The capacity 
of the plant at present, however, will 
permit only the handling of approxi- 
mately 60,000 bushels during the 
season. 

The plant will commence operations 
for the season this week. It is ack- 
nowledged to be one of the most mod- 
ern types of seed cleaning plants on 
the continent. Its operation on a co- 
operative basis has so encouraged the 
production of pure seed that there 
are now over 600 registered seed 
growers in the province, with the num- 
ber growing every season.

This, together with the one 
dollar a day rate charged patients 
finances the hospital. In this way the 
burden of maintaining the hospital is 
equally distributed among taxpayers.

WHO SHOULD FEED 
CATTLE OVER WINTER 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

All live stock authorities and ob- 
servers of ‘western livestock condi- 
tions are of one opinion in regard to 
the benefits that would accrue to the 
whole industry if more cattle were 
fed over winter and marketed fat in 
the spring instead of being dumped as 
stockers in the fall. Previous press 
articles frori Brandon Experimental 
Farm have dealt with the methods of 
feeding, choice of cattle for feeding 
and other points in regard to the 
business. It is the purpose of this 
article to indicate, at least partly, 
what groups of farmers in Manitoba 
might undertake this type of stock 
production with tthe best prospect of 
inaking it profitable. It is obvious, 
for instance, that the dairyman who 
uses all his winter feed for milk pro- 
duction and carrying over his young 
dairy stock cannot add to his herd for 
beef making. Neither can the fully 
stocked purebred breeder, nor the 
wheat grower who raises barely 
enough feed for his horses. 

There are, however, many of our 
wheat growers who are looking to a 
development of more mixed farming. 
They are realizing the precariousness 
of 'the one-crop system of farming and 
would like to change gradually to a 
more diversified one. To these the 
fattening of beef cattle over winter 
offers an excellent means of starting 
in the right direction. It does not re- 
quire the building of any fences nor 
the laying aside of any arable land for 
pasture. By building a cheap pole- 
and-straw structure and digging a 
trench silo nearby, one can provide 
sufficient equipment at low cost. The 
labor of feeding tthe cattle comes dur- 
ing the slack winter period and does 
not interfere with the busy summer 
rush of the grain farm. The crops 
which are needéd to round out the 
more balanced system of ‘farming 
such as sweet clover, grasses, corn, 
etc., make the very-best fodder for the 
cattle, and the coarse grains now 
grown or which may be increased in 
acreage in the future may be market- 
ed more profitably by feeding to gond 
cattle than by shipping. Then the 
by-products of wheat growing such as 
wild oats, wild buckwheat and other 
edible screenings may be turned ‘to 
profit instead of loss. 

Another class which might well do 
more winter feeding, consists of those 
who are now raising cattle and ship- 
ping in the fall. In many of our 
northern districts carloads of thin 
cattle and carloads of oats are ship- 
ped out together. It would be to the 
decided advantage of all concerned if 
these could come out in the spring in 
combination as fat cattle. Of course 
the question of credit enters into this 
Lroblem and many men are forced to 
tiquidate in the fall notwithstanding 
that their own judgment would indi- 
cate a different policy. It would bea 
far sighted policy on the part of 
creditors in such cases, where the 
farmer has suitab!< cattle and feed- 
ing ability, to allow greater leeway. 

Then it would appear to the writer 
that a great opportunity offers for 
the development of a specialized 
winter feeding industry in proximity 
te the Union Stock Yards at St. Boni- 
face and the terminal elevators and 
large flour mills. A man located 
close enough to the stock yards to buy 
when heavy runs are on and sell in 
times of shortage, using elevator and 
mill by-products for fattening, and 
growing plenty of rough fodder on the 
rich soil of Eastern Manitoba, could 
build upa profitable business if good 
feeding methods and business sagacity 
were used.

SALT IN CANADA 


The output of salt from all sources 
in Canada during 1922 totalled 183,438 
‘tons, of which quantity approximately 
99 per cent., or 181,794 tons, valued at 
$1,628,323 was marketed. Compared 
with the sales for the previous year, 
the 1922 records showed an increase 
of 10,811 tons, or 6.6 per cent in quan- 
tity, and a decrease of $45,362, or 2.7 
per cent in value. 

Ontario continued to be the chief 
producer, contributing 97.2 per cent. of 
the total sales. Nova Scotia ship- 
Ments, from the Melagash mine, 
amounted to 6,053 tons common, 
coarse, land and rock salt,

EXTENT TO WHICH 
~ GERMANY HAS PAID 


The extent to which Germany, in 
spite of her twisting and turning, has 
been forced ito comply with the terms 
of peace, is a matter about which the 
public would like the fullest informa- 
tion. ‘Put in nutshell form, it may be 
stated thus: 

Merchant Ships—Turned over to 
allies 4,819,000 tons of shipping, leav- 
ing herself with only 419,000 ‘tons 
She is obliged to build 200,000 tons 
for the allies every year. 

Warships—Turned over to allies al- 
most her entire battle fleet, which 
was later sunk at Scapa Flow. Reduc- 
ed personnel of her navy to 15,000 
men. 

Military Equipment—Turned over 
to allies 33,389 guns, 11,589 minnen- 
werfer, 89,962 machine guns, 4,504,288 
rifles, 5,604,834 sidearms, 14,214 air- 
planes and seaplanes. 

Army—Abolished universal service 
and reduced army to 1,000,000 with 
meagre equipment. France claims that 
Germany still manages to keep up 
volunteer corps to the number of 
2,000,000 men, supplied with 12,500 
guns, but this probably is an exagger- 
ation ani still leaves Germany help- 
less before France’s military might. 

Railways—Turned over 5,000 engin- 
es (and 150,000 wagons) and all the 
state railways in  Alsace-Lorraine 
with compensation. The Germans 
paid 50 million dollars for the rail- 
ways after the war of 1870. 

Rivers—Elbe, Rhine, Memel 
Danube rivers internationalized. 

Money Payments—Paid to allies for 
cost of occupation, $1,200,000,000; for 
reparations, $800,000,000 with much 
coal, etc., making total payments of 
upwards of $4,000,000,000. 7 

Germany lost one-third of her 
wealth in the war and the peace 
terms deprived her of 12 percent. of 
her area, 10 percent. of her population, 
26 percent. of her anthracite, three- 
fourths of her iron ore, two-thirds of 
her zinc ore, one-sixth of her farming 
lands and all her colonies. She was 
obligated to pay 26 percent. of the 
value of her exponts every year. Her 
foreign trade has fallen off by 60 
percent., and her bank deposits in 
gold marks from 9 billion dollars to 
the vanishing point.

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duty to do so. And how would they go 
about it?” ~ 4 ars: 

Now we know that the government 
has developed the first. Act until 
we can hardly recognize it, and we 
also know that they developed it as 
the leading prohibitionists suggest- 
ed; but it can be said, to the govern- 
ment's credit, that they did not adopt 
and make into law all of the sugges- 
tions which the prohibitionists made. 
Heaven protect us if they had. 

But now, after November 5th, if the 
prohibitionists are overwhelmingly vic- 
torlous, the government is ‘bound to 
develop, enlarge and enforce the (Act, 
and {it is only reasonable to believe 
they would do so by following the 
suggestions of the leading  prohibi- 
tionists. . What would they suggest? 
We can only tell that by the sugges- 
tions they have already made, and 
which have not been approved of by 
the government. 

Down in Ontario they suggested 
that ministers. of the gospel should be 
armed with a gun, and have subor- 
dinates armed with guns; that they 
should go out and stop bootlegging, 
even to the taking of life, human life. 
It seems that suggestion was accept- 
ed, but after killing one bootlegger 
they must have found they were “de- 
veloping” a little ahead of public 
opinion and quit. Would it be taken 
up again if “A” has a-large majority? 

Then prohibitionists found heavy 
fines were not effective, or not as 
effective as they wished, so _ they 
suggested the “lash.” “Give them a 
good whipping every time they take 
a drink,” they said. Will the govern- 
ment adopt whipping? ‘Will someone 
be paid a high salary as whipping 
commissioner? Then prohibitionists 
say, “Make it a crime to laugh or 
make fun of our law because it is 
sacred.” That would mean a 
muzzled press. Will the government 
adopt it? And they said everyone 
should help to put the law in force, 
should inform on a friend or neighbor 
that was breaking the law, that we 
should be tattle-tales. Would that be 
adopted? When our neighbor across 
the road or street would be arrested 
for moonshining, would we all be fin- 
ed or imprisoned or whipped because 
We did not inform on him? It has 
been suggested that anyone that had 
anything to do with a bootlegger or 
broke the Act, should be turned out of 
the church. If the government should 
adopt this method, only the little boys 
and girls, the grandmas and a few 
women could go to church. Oh, ex- 
cuse me, I should add, and the preach- 
ers. One woman was so enthused 
over this subject that she said to me: 
“I hope that prohibition will last 
long enough to kill off all the old top- 
ers, then we can have peace.” Poor 
woman! She {is drinking beer now 
in her home before her children, and 
because tthe price is so high, she is 
going to vote for “D.” 

Tf, after November 5th, it is found 
that the prohibition sentiment is 
strong enough to warrant a more 
progressive campaign against evil, we 
can expect an advance all along the 
line. Tobacco, dancing, walking or 
skating by moonlight, public bathing, 
short skirts, kissing, ‘and everything 
that shocks the goody-goody people, 
will be prohibited by law, and then we 
will have a tobacco, dancing, skating, 
bathing and kissing commissioner. 
Every other man we meet will be an 
officer of the law, and we must nct 
laugh at or make fun_of prohibition, 

We will need somé pensions, and 
must levy more taxes; our farms will 
be desented, and grass will grow in 
the streets of our cities; but then we 
will have a dry and moral province, 
and the prohibitionists will be happy 
—no, they Will never be happy or con- 
tented and satisfied.

BAPTIST DISTRICT 
CONVENTION 


Three splendid addresses, one of 
them illustrated with a large number 
of high grade lantern slides, marked 
the evening session of the Baptist 
District Convention on Thursday even- 
ing, October 18. Rev. H. C. Olsen pre- 
sided, opening the meeting about 7:30. 
After a hymn and a prayer by Rev. A. 
J. Bowbrick, of Stettler, Rev. F. W. 
Sweet, D.D., the new principal of 
Brandon College, took the platform. 


Brandon College 


Principal Sweet opened with a grace- 
ful word of appreciation of the beau- 
ties of Red Deer. He thought he was 
well qualified to speak to the people on 
Brandon College, in one respect at 
least. He had been there a sufficiently 
short time for his first impressions to 
be still vivid. He _ was touring the 
country to get acquainted with the 
people, and give them a survey of some 
of the splendid sacrificial work being 
done at their own college. Over 5,000 
students had passed through Brandon 
College in the last four years. The 
student body as a whole had splendid 
ideals and a real devotion to the idea 
of service. There were fifty students 
now starting their first year in Arts, 
and the whole enrollment was’ very 
encouraging. They had a high regard 
for the faculty, and there was a high 
grade of discipline. 

The speaker went on to speak of 
some of the outstanding alumni of 
Brandon College, not forgetting to in- 
clude Rev. H. C. Olsen, the popular 
Red Deer pastor. 

Brandon College, continued Mr. 
Sweet, after a few references to fin- 
ance, was unique in Western Canada 
in that it was the only college that was 
removed from the’ temptations and 
distractions of close proximity to a 
large city. It was rendering a national 
service, as well as a service in a nar- 
rower sense to the religious commun- 
ity. They were fortunate to have 
secured the services of Dr. J. A. 
Stewart for one year at apologetics and 
homiletics, at a great personal sacri- 
fice to himself. 

After a brief reference to the work 
of the college in fostering a high type 
of general Christian culture, apart 
from its strictly homiletic work, the 
speaker appealed to the audience for 
confidence in the college and in him- 
self, and in his determination to do the 
work of Jesus Christ at this promising 
seat of learning. 

Mrs. C. D. Locke sang very beauti- 
fully, “My Song Shall be of Him,” ac- 
companied by Miss P. Sater, after 
which followed the next speaker, Rev. 
M. L. Orchard, of Winnipeg, secretary 
of the Baptist Union of Western Can- 
ada and editor of the “Western Bap- 
tist.” 

Mr. Orchard announced as his sub-— 
ject “Jubilee Joys.” As the speech 
was mainly an appeal for sympathy 
and support, it must be assumed that 
he had reference to the joys of giving. 
He explained the arrangements being 
made for a jubilee meeting in Calgary 
in January, at which it was urgently 
desired that every church should have 
full representation on the basis of one 
ministerial delegate, one lay delegate 
for the first fifty members and one ad- 
ditionai one for every hundred or 
major fraction of one hundred. Very 
important matters were to be discussed 
so the organizers wanted the gather- 
ing to be as representative as possible. 
Expenses were to be pooled, so Cal- 
gary delegates would pay as much as 
those from Winnipeg. 

This speaker made a strong appeal 
for loyal support of the church paper, 
the “Western Baptist,” after which he 
proceeded very graphically to analyze 
the missionary budget and the methods 
used in computing it. The speech was 
relieved by touches of real humor such 
as “A college does not make fools: it 
only develors them!” 

A Trip to the Fjords 

Rey. G. A. Clarke, First “Baptist 
church, Edmonton, gave an intensely 
interesting lecture on his trip to the 
Stockholm World's Baptist convention, 
illustrated by a large number of very 
fine slides. By the medium of the 
screen the speaker took the audience 
on a personally conducted tour through 
Belfast, Cork, Killarney, Shakspere’s 
country in Warwickshire, scenes in 
Elstow and Bedford made immortal by 
their association with Bunyan and 
Howard, across the North Sea and 
through the Kiel Canal, up the Baltic

AS TO MARKING 
THE BALLOT 


To all Prohibitionists and Prohibl- 
tion workers in the Red Deer con- 
stituency:— 

As there seems to be some misun- 
derstanding regarding the marking of 
the ballot, we are taking this oppor- 
tunity to send out a brief note about 
this and a few other matters. Let us 
deal with these in order. 

(1) Marking the Ballot. If you want 
to make your vote count for Prohibi- 
tion, all you need to put on the ballot 
is the figure 1 at the right hand side 
of the first clause, called Clause A. It 
is not necessary to mark any second 
choice. It is true that the government 
has sent out a& request for people to 
indicate their preferences, but there 
are two good reasons why Prohibi- 
tionists do not need to make this re- 
quest apply to them. The first is that 
B, C and D are all in the interests of 
the liquor traffic, and the traffic, that 
is the Moderation League, is urging 
their followers to give their prefer- 
ences to these. The traffic knows that 
if they get either B or C they will soon 
have the Province under the system 
called D. In Quebec they began in 
1919 with what B represents; but in a 
very short time they couldn’t ccatrol 
B and adopted D, which they have had 
ever since, and the results are summed 
up by Mr. Dougall, editor of the Mon- 
treal Witness—“Beastly.” Prohibi- 
tionists are well advised not to have 
anything to do with either B, C or D. 
A second reason for marking I op- 
posite A and nothing else on the ballot 
{s that if Prohibition wins on the first 
count, second choices will not be look- 
ed at; if there is a second and final 
count it will be between A and D and 
the second choices of these will not be 
looked at. The traffic or the Modera- 
tion League is advising their followers 
t) ignore A, according to their litera- 
ture. Let Prohibitionists mark I after 
A and nothing else, and we advise 
everybody else to do the same, and 
Prohibition will be a winner on the 
first count and the result will be known 
on November 6. 

(2. Mrs. Bishop, one of the chief 
speakers of the Moderation League, 
that is the liquor traffic, made the fol- 
lowing statement at a public meeting 
in Calgary: “I admit that Clause D is 
indefinite. If the government chooses 
to interpret it to mean the return of 
the bar, then it may mean the return 
of the bar.” In the light of such state- 
ments, which anyone who has studied 
the question knows is exactly what - 
may happen if Clause D is adopted, 
why listen to the appeals of the Mod- 
erationists that they don't want the 
return of the bar? Their recommen- 
dation to vote 2 for B gives away their 
whole case, as the Red Deer Advocate 
showed some time ago. 

(3) Let every Prohibitionist plan 
to cast his or her vote during the fore- 
noon of November 5, so that the com- 
mittee of your polling sub-division 
may be free to help those who have 
dificulty getting to the poll. 

(4) As soon as you know it, phone 
the result of your vote to the central 
committee at Red Deer—Phone 105, 
the schoolroom of the Methodist 
church—where the results will bo re- 
ceived and posted on the evening of 
November 5. 

Red Deer constituency should give 
a handsome majority for Prohibition. 
Make your pollaleader with the high- 
est majority percentage of the votes 
cast. In the days to come the boys and 
girls of Alberta will look back and 
bless every man and woman who did 
their duty in this the biggest fight for 
Prohibition we have ever had in this 
country.
